Britain Hits Financial Trade 


LONDON, April 4 (AP) 
ain disclosed today 
dollar reserves which pay for 
her life-giying trade have sunk 
below crisis level with a loss of 
$635,00,000 in the first three 
months of this year 

Since the war Britain has .con 
sidered a $2.000,000,000 reserve 
reck bottom for financial safety. 
Today, Chancellor o@ the Exche- 
quer R. A. Butler told the House 
of Commons, the reserves are 
down to only $1,700,000,000. 

That's the lowest level since a 
similar crisis forced a 30-per-cent 
devaluation of the pound on Sept. 
18, 1949. The rapid decline of the 
reserves has cut them by more 
than half since they stood at $3.- 
800,000,000 nine months ago, 

Butler found some grounds for 
hope, however, that the crisis is 
beginning to ease. He told of a 
turning tide-in=Marctr ant said 
“toward the end of the month our 
reserves actually rose.” 

He did -not disclose what 
mark they reached before

ON MARCH lith a brief was presented 
to the Victoria Natural History So 
pointing out that the Dominion 
iment had taken over Rocky Point 
the purpose of establishing a naval 
arsenal, suggesting that the area was 
unsuitable for this’ purpose, and advo- 
cating -that it be converted into a na- 
tional park and wildlife sanctuary. The 
society promised to give the matter 
careful consideration 
It is not within our province to com- 
ment upon the action of the Dominion 
government in securing this -site for 
whatever purpose it-has in mind with 
a view to national defense: we are con- 
tent to leave tactical matters in the 
hands of those-who have the technical 
knowledge 
With regard to the desirability of 
the area as a wildlife sanctuary and for 
recreational suse, however, we are in 
hearty accor& The features which make 
the site so desirable+from this point 
of view may be summarized as follows: 
located In a region of great scenic 
beauty, the tract consisting of some 
3,000 acres, is readily accessible by auto- 
mobile and by sea-going craft; its topog- 
raphy is most varied. it is bounded on 
three sides by the sea, and its shore- 
line includes numerous coves and 
beaches; in cor pondence with the 
varied  topograp! its vegetation is of 
numerous Douglas fir forest, 
probably the largest oak-madrona asso 
ciation left to us, natural open grass 
land, swamp-land, etc this would make 
it a splendid range for herbivorous mam- 
mals, and combined with the fact that 
the area is on a “fly-way” of migratory 
birds, .a marvelous -bird sanctuary; the 
water supply s excellent-—-numerous 
streams afford good drinking water as 
well as the means of enlarging exist- 
ing swamps for Waterfowl, establishing 
swimming pools, etc.; numerous rock 
mounds mark’ Indian burial 
places-such mounds are fast disappear- 
rs from our midst as civilization en- 
croaches; the richness of the sea-life of 
its shores is remarkable, making it an 
ideal location for the establishment of 
a marine research laboratory; the-excel- 
lence of the salmon fishing offshore

When two-year-old Cora De 
Zwarts took her afternoon nap 
a few days ago she was blind 
apparently for life 

When she awakened, two 
hours later, she could see again. 

Carol's story was tgld Thurs- 
day by her guardian, Mrs. Sid 
Hardy of Chilliwack, B.C., and 
confirmed by the child's doctor. 

The little girl lost ‘her sight 
in a train-car crash Feb. 23 
which killed her Dutch-immi 
grant parents and two brothers. 

Cora was taken to hospital 
where she lingered in a coma for 
four weeks. Doctors found she 
had been blinded. They suspected 
a skull fracture had either cut 
or pinched the optic nerve 

Then, as Mrs. Hardy tells it 

“I put Cora to bed as usual just 
after her lunch Friday, She was 
no different than she had been 
ever since she came home from 
hospital 

“She woke up two hours later, 
Sat_up and looked. around and

Money’s Tighter: Grauer 


New capital needed to double 
the electrical capacity of the 
B.C. Electric in the past five 
years was harder to attract be- 
cause the company’s utility ser- 
vices include a large transit 
system, president A. E. (Dal) 
Grauer told Victoria Rotary 
Club in the Empress Hotel 
Thursday 

“In any growing area, the 
utility company must, year after 
year, raise large sums of new 
capital to provide the services 
the public requires,” he said. 

“Some financial institutions 
simply will not invest in a com 
pany which includes a transit 
system.” 

A second difficiilty In raising 
new ‘capital, the B.C.E. president 
pointed out, lies in the fact that 
the rate of return set by the 
Public Utilities. Commission in 
1933 is low. 

“Many financial - institutions 
and other investors do not see 
why they should invest in a 
‘company with two risky ser- 


vices (transit and, manufactured 
gas), which has a lower allowed 
rate of return than utility com- 
panies with the blue-chip ser- 
vices of electricity and natural 
gas.” 

In six year, the B.C. Electric 
has raised $125,000,000 
money, but to keep up needed ex 
pansion, was forced to apply for 
a higher rate of_return on in 
ested capital, to put the company 
on a comparable basis with other 
utility companies in the search 
for capital. 

Regarding the transit industry 
Grauer said a major difficulty 
has been that fares have ndét been 


able to keep pace with increasing | 


operating costs, of which 70% 
are in wages. 

“During the period when a 5c 
fare was in effect,” he stated, 


“operators’ wages ranged from 


25c an hour during the first part | 


of the period, to 30c an hour at | 


th® end, compared with $1.51 to-

ROTORUA, N.Z. (CP).—Opti- 
mism is growing that New Zea- 
land will soon have a great new 
source of eiectrical power-natural 
steam emitted at high pressure 
from deep bores in the thermal 
regions in the centre of the North 
Island. ’ 

In view of the coal shortage 
and the fact that the end of 
river development for power is 
not many years distant in the 
North Island, the government 
began tests about 18 months ago 
in a search. for natural steam 
power. The results have been 
increasingly hopeful and al- 
though much further research is 
hecessary it now seems virtually 
certain that a large and constant 
supply of steam is waiting to be 
tapped for power plants in the 
thermal areas. 

Large numbers of bores have 
been put down to considerable 
depths, Some of them have been 
blowing off large quantities of 
steam constantly for months 
without any sign of diminution
